When there is a lull in. the 
senate proceedings he retires to his 
private room and lights a mild domestic 
cigar and appears to enjoy it. When in 
lus office, at his residence, a box of 
cigars is always at hand. 


Secretary of War Alger usually has 


a bos of cigars at his cilice, and after 
the department business is cleared away 
be closes the door and has a 13-minute 
smoke. He prefers mild cigars, foreign 
made.

from disease before they learned how 
to take care o£ themselves. The regi- 
ment asked 
for his removal; the 


Nebraska legislature asked lor it; the 
governor of the state asked for it, but 
General Otis did not remove him be- 
cause he knew the colonel was the 
best friend the Ncbraskaus hud. The 
battle of February 4 cume. 
The 


Nebraska regiment went through the 
thickest of the fight. They discovered 
they were soldiers and not mere pie 
eaters and that this man they despised 
had made them so. Ho was gallant 
too. 
Their hate was changed to ad- 


miration and the colonel who was 
nothing became at once everything. 
Sunday the gallant Stotzeuberg laid 
down his life under the shadow of tho 
flag, leading tho Jfebruskous to vic- 
tory. Old veterans will recall similar 
chapters in tho war of the rebellion.

The lanrest supar planter in Texas if 


J. W. Cunnineham, whose plantation 
and rcfineri- are located at Sngarland. 
The crop is cultivated and hjriested 
by convicts who are leased from the 
state. Several hundred mules are em- 
ployed on the plantation, and Mr. Cun- 
ningham introduced a new food 
for 


them a few years ago. This food is 
pure, black molasses, and the animals 
arc fed nothing else throughout the 
year.

deadlier effect thnn 11-inch guns and 
armor-piercing shells. 


The reason that Amei'ic:ut sailors and 


marines arc inclined to fight in foreign 
ports is—iirst, th.it they are restrained 
-from indulgence in liquor on board 
ship, and, second, because it is the tiim1 


honored rule of the navy to fight any- 
body, anywhere, at the drop of the hat. 
There is always a convenient cause for 
combat when the sailor or marine lands, 
niter an enforced abstinence from rni:i 
and miceeeding the tedium of a long 
cruise or voyage. 


There does not seem to be any way to 


remedy this condition unless it would 
be to take into the navy only persons oi 
decorous conduct and abstemious hab- 
its, which would probably weaken the 
efficacy of warshipn in battle.

\Vho Look After 1'lantn 


June roses require pruning but one 


a year. This should he done in spring 
as soon as oiie ia able to see where Ui 
etrongest and healthiest shoots are go 
ing to be. The old wood should be cu 
liack nearly half, and nil weak, un 
healthy branches should be removes 
II the branches are thick, they ahouli 
bo thinned out well. Air should hav 
free circulation through the pluut. 


Hybrid perpetunls require a differ 


«nt treatment. As their flowers ar 
produced on new growth only, the 
should be grown on a system whic 
insures the constant production o 
iBiich growth. This is done by makin 
and keeping the Boil very rich, and b 
cutting tho plants back sharply nfte 
each period of flowering. The ten 
perpetual Is a misleading one, beraus 
'it carries with it the idea that the rose 
in thin class are, under all condition' 
ever-bloomers. But such is not th 
case. They bear a profuse crop c 
flowers in June and July. After thn 
by pursuing the treatment advise 
above, they bloom at intenuls durin 
the season, but never in such profu 
sion as in early summer. Without tl 
treatment advised they will not d 
this. Many varieties are shy bloomer 
and will only give an occasional tlowt 
[after July. The freest bloomers are no 
Iprollfic enough to suit the lover of fir. 
rosci, but. their flowers, though fe- 
'in number compared with those of th 
flrat crop, arc so lars^e, so fine in form 
\<t rich ia color, and so fragrant as 
;«ncra! thing that we cannot afford t 
Wsrlook this class in making our co 
ectioni ot roses. It requires more a 
lection than any other, but the result 
ire well worth all the care we expen 
on It. 


Of the June roses the best for gen 


era! use are the mosses, in red, pin 
cad white; the Provence and the goo 
old damask, both delightfully sv»ec 
large, double and of fine shape, an 
produced v.ith wonderful freedom; th 
yellow Persian, which well merits th 
name "Cloth of Gold," so rich is th

Scotch and Austrian varieties. Ther 
are others in this general class whic 
deserve a place in any collection, bu 
t have named those which the amatei 
gardener "will be most likely to sui 
ceed. When he or she learns to gro

the ofilcial archives in X.urich an 


records of the various kinds of bcastt 
that once- existed in the land oi' the ret 
eross. 
Evidences of beaver life huv 


been found on the shores of Lake iiorat 
ihe. bones and skeletons being full 
sis centuries old. One of the tributar 
treatus which feed the lake is cnllct 
ISeuver brook, the title being due to I 
its former inhabitants. That the name I 
is old is shown by the fact tliat no 
beavers have lived in Switzerland since 
the twelfth or thirteenth century. 


Drown bears were plentiful in the 


mountain lands until the seventeenth 
century. The last one killed of which 
there is any oiiicinl knowledge civmr 
to his end in 1GD3 in ilarbereche. Now- 
adayk the bcarn that arc raised in Berne 
for various show purposes are im- 
ported yo\mg from other countries. 
Deer were more than plentiful in the 
highlands In olden times, but they were 
eleanecl out pretty well in ]7'!3 to 1730. 
There is a record in the Swiss archive's 
that a deer was seen in the woods in 
1S71, but it was apparently far from its 
own stamping ground. 


Up to the seventeenth century wolves 


were such plagues that several cantons 
offered substantial premiums for their 
heads and skins. It took aires to chose 
them off the plains, and fully 100 j ears 
more to clean them out of the high 
lands. Xot a live wolf has been seen in 
Switzerland since 1S37. The lynx dis- 
appeared about the same time. Wild 
boars were numerous in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries, but none has 
been encountered bince 1500, A fen 
wildcats are reported to have been shot 
since 3S91. but the authorities doubt the 
authenticity of the reports. 


Xot less than se\ en prominent kinds 


of quadrupeds have been exterminated 
iu Switzerland in iive centuries, not to 
mention the world-famous wild goat, 
or chamois. A few of these beautiful 
animals arc raised and kept by the land- 
lords of some of the leading resorts to 
maintain the impr ission that chamois 
are part and parcel of the Swiss mount- 
ains. But they are domesticated and 
are vastly different from the timid lit- 
tle animals that nobility used to hunt 
and poets raved al iat.—>". Y. Tress.

"Speaking of cats," said Copt. Josh 


Reeves, keeper of the lighthouse at Sea 
Isle City, X. J., "recalls to mind'the 
time, 20 veers ago, when every day for 
several years I saw hundreds of the 
most peculiar cats any man ever looked 
upon. At that time I vias keeper oi 
Barnegat light, on the upper Jersey 
coast, and in those dajs liarnegat was 
a mighty lonesome spot. There were 
no pretty summer cottages spread out 
along the beach as there are.nowadays, 
and our only visitors were The light* 
house inspector and an occasional 
sportsman in search of wild 
fowl. 


JJuch of the island, back of the big 
sand dimes, adjacent to the bench, was 
covered with a thick growth of ceciar, 
holly, oak and half a dozen other varie- 
ties of trees. 


"Some years before I went to Barne- 


gat an English brig was wrecked dur- 
ing a terrific nor'easter on the beach 
a short distance from the lighthouse. 
In addition to her crew the ship car- 
ried a score or more of Manx cats, 
which wero being carried from the Isle 
of Man to Xew York. Nearly all the 
cats succeeded in reaching the shore 
They took to the woods and no effort 
was ever made to reclaim them. For 
awhile these tailless animals loitered 
around the lighthouse iu senrch of food 
but as the keeper had no liking for so 
numerous a family of cats he drove 
them away. 


"When I took charge of tie light- 


house the cats had become wild, and 
while 1 could approach within a short 
distance of them, they would not allow 
themselves to be caught. The woods 
were full of cats. A number of domes- 
ticated cats were broupht from the 
mainland by members of thelife-saving 
crew on the.island, and several of {hese 
joined the colony of Manx cats. There 
soon were tailless cats, cais with hali 
a tail and eats with the regulation tail. 
The animals thrived, and soon became 
a nuisance. In the thick underbrush 
of the woods they raised large litters 
of young ones. The}" founu' plenty of 
food by preying on the birds that lived 
ia great numbers in the woods. Ka.b- 
bits, which were, plentiful on the island 
before the cats were cast ashore, were 
eoon killed or driven away, for they 
were no match for their feline antag- 
onists. 


"The cats even becameexpert fishers. 


I have often watched them at work. 
In the spring and fall of the year large 
schools of fish swim about in the surf 
and these gave the cats many a feast. 
As the- breakers drove the fish upon 
the beach, into a few inches of water, 
the cati would rush into the surf and, 
fastening- their oUivv; in. the sides of 
the half-stranded fish, would devour 
them. 1 have seen dozens of thcFe cats 
sunning themselves on the sand hills. 
They became so troublesome that cat- 
huntincr parties became quite popular 
nmong the men living on the n.aiuland. 
Dogs were, used in. chasing tic cats lo 
cuver and the sport was quite exciting, 
M.my cats were killed, but their places 
v. ere soon filled by others. I never saw 
siidi peculiar cats as 1 found r.t llur 
gat."—X. Y. Sun.
